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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

1. ) Allowable Subject Matter 

The Applicant gratefully acknowledges the allowance of claim 15. 

2. ) Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

The Examiner rejected claims 10 and 13 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chennakeshu, et al. (US 6,542,758) in view of Helferich (US 
6,233,430). The Applicant files herewith a Declaration of Common Ownership pursuant 
to 35 U.S.C. 103(c)(1) to overcome the rejection under 103(a) based on Chennakeshu. 
The Declaration of Common Ownership is sufficient evidence that the invention 
described in the application for patent and the invention described in the prior art 
reference applied against the application were commonly owed by, or subject to an 
obligation of assignment to, the same person, at the time the invention in the application 
for patent was made. Because Chennakeshu has been disqualified as a reference 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(c), the allowance of claims 10 and 13 is respectfully requested.

In view of the foregoing remarks, the Applicant believes all of the claims currently 
pending in the Application to be in a condition for allowance. The Applicant, therefore, 
respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw all rejections and issue a Notice of 
Allowance for all pending claims.
